The breaking of day necessarily pre- 
vented further torpedo 
boat 
opera- 


tions, but Admiral Togo brought up 
his battle ships and cruisers. The di- 
vision of his ilvet was for the purpose 
of making n cross fire upon the harbor 
In tho hope of destroying tho town nnd 
of damaging the Russian ships lying 
In the basin, or at least of demoral- 
izing the personnel of tho defending 
force. 


Japanese Have Advantage.

showed to the Russians the advan- 
tage to the enemy of the itosltlon off 
Llaotlshln which Vice Admiral Togo's 
ahlps took up, nnd Vice Admiral Mak- 
nroff sought to minimize this advan- 
tage by so stationing the battleship 
Iletvlzan that her shells could reach 
the Japanese battleships. 


The fact that tho Retvlzan was used 


for this purpose proves tho falsity of 
the report that her great guns had 
been removed and Installed ns a bat- 
tery nt Pigeon Hay and It has given 
rise to the Impression that there is 
an Inadequate number nf groat guns 
nt Port. Arthur, ns otherwise the bat- 
tery would have been erected to pro- 
tect the town at tho only point which 
Vice Admiral Togo seems to regard 
na vulnerable from the sea.
